Will a raise be next? 


Board lauds Youth Services director

fraid they could lose Youth Ser- 
vices Coordinator Bill Fahey to 
another town, members of the 
Board of Selectmen have been heaping 
praise on him for weeks. Soon, they 
may add cash as well. 

Selectmen told Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski Monday that they want a 
larger youth services budget than he’s 
proposing, at least in part so they can 
give Fahey a raise. 

“Some of us are concerned about 
the possibility of other towns looking 
at Mr. Fahey,” said Selectman Lori 
Becker. 

“We need to keep that lad. He’s ter- 
rific,” says Larry Larsen. “I want 
Fahey paid appropriately, or we're 
going to lose him. There are a lot of 
communities after him.” 

Selectmen, including John Hess,

also talked Monday of the need for 
more youth services assistants, 
because the department’s programs 
have been so successful. 

Told of these discussions Tuesday, 
Fahey was pleasantly surprised. He 
says “without a doubt” he wants to 
stay in Andover. But he says he has 
asked the town to tell him what will 
happen to his position in the future. 

Fahey is currently labeled as a coor- 
dinator under the Department of Com- 
munity Services, but he — and some 
selectmen — believe he is really per- 
forming all the functions of a depart- 
ment head. 

“I love Andover. I love my job,” 
says Fahey. “I would like to see (youth 
services) grow in the future, and I feel 
I have been a part of its success so far 
and I feel it’s important that I be 
around to see it grow in the future.”

But he adds, “It’s not in my hands.” 

Selectmen seem to be taking the 
matter into their hands. 

Chairman Bill Downs was the only 
selectmen Monday who seemed to 
even question increasing the youth 
services budget, saying he was con- 
cerned that giving a raise to Fahey 
now might encourage a wave of 
employees saying, “Pay me more or I'll 
leave.” 

“Some of them could go,” responded 
Larsen. “This guy, I’d like to have 
stay.” 

But selectmen are also quick to say 
the fear of losing Fahey is not the main 
reason for the proposed raise. Fahey 
deserves it because his job has grown 
far more than anyone expected a few 
years ago and is now comparable to a 
department head’s position, says Beck-

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Cardinal, rabbi join at 
Holy Family Hospital 


A time 
to heal

ooking to heal the emotional wounds 
inflicted by the bullet that killed Janos 
Vajda Feb. 23, about a hundred people, 
including the Vajda family, joined Cardinal 
Bernard Law in a Mass at Holy Family Hos- 
pital Friday. 
Vajda’s former wife Klara and his three 
daughters, Eszter, Bernadett, and Judit. sat 
in the first pew of the hospital chapel for the 
Mass. 
Law told those gathered he wished “that 
everyone who has been touched by the 
tragedy of (Vajda’s death) may also be 
touched by the healing that only God can 
give. This is a place of healing. This is a 
place of hope. This is a place of love. Even 
amidst this tragedy, it has been that.” 
Each of readings for the Mass — the same 
readings scheduled at each Catholic church 
that day — told violent stories. 

After the readings, Law reminded those 
there that after Cain killed his brother and 
was asked where he was, Cain answered 
“Am I my brother’s keeper?” 

“The whole effort of the law and the 
prophets was to say, ‘Yes!’ to that question,”

You may have seen him eating 
lunch, writing or playing table ten- 
nis at the Andover Senior Center. 
You may have seen him doing Tai 
Chi early in the morning in the play- 
ground near Stowe Court. You may 
have read his letters in local publica- 
tions, or if you read them, Chinese 
newspapers. 

At 86, Norman Yu ‘is a prolific 
writer, enthusiastic storyteller, 
father of five, grandfather of 14, and a 
now a relatively new Andover resi- 
dent. He is also a survivor of commu- 
nist China who one day hopes for 
democracy in his homeland. 

He applauds President Clinton for 
his efforts to reach out to China, how- 
ever unpopular. 

“If you want the Chinese to have 
freedom, you have to make friends. 
You have to engage them. I hate to see 
the Chinese suffer longer, and more 
deeply. Without outside help, the 
human rights in China will get worse 
and worse,” he says. 

Communist China has left many 
native Chinese isolated from the rest 
of the world, and changing a commu- 
nist country to democracy is no small 
challenge he says. 

“It’s like trying to get a leopard to 
change its spots,” Yu says. Yet he 
remains hopeful that China will be 
free in his lifetime. 

“T just pray to God,” he says.

Yu is optimistic, despite the trials 
endured by himself and his people. 
Under communist China, 30 million 
people starved to death, and tens of 
millions more were put to death, he 
says. His brothers, his father and 
grandfather were tortured to death or 
murdered by the communist govern- 
ment. 

While he misses China, he could- 
n't bear to return, he says. Some of it, 
he wouldn't want to write, he says. 
But it doesn’t seem as if there is much 
he doesn’t want write judging by the 
binders full of writings he has pro- 
duced. 

One friend told him he was so full 
of stories he should try Hollywood. At 
this he laughs, but adds that he could 
write hundreds of pages of stories 
about China. 

As a baby, he survived a fatal dis- 


ease, thanks to an herbal remedy 


from his grandparents, after all the 
doctors in the region told his parents 
he would die. He outwitted a band of 
pirates who attacked him and his 
father as they were out fishing, but all 
the pirates managed to capture was 
his watch. 

As a boy, the oldest of nine chil- 
dren born into a farming family, Yu 
was the only one to receive an educa- 
tion. 

He resisted being sent 15 miles

CMGI CEO resigns 


from Lycos board 


David Wetherell, chairman and CEO 
of Andover’s CMGI Inc., created a buzz 
throughout the Internet world this week 
when he quit the board of directors of 
Lycos Inc., the Waltham-based Internet 
search service. 

CMGI's investment fund reportedly 
holds the largest stake in Lycos, at 18.5 
percent. 

Several calls to CMGI this week 
were not returned, but according to 
online and newspaper accounts, 
Wetherell had voted in favor of merging 
Lycos with USA Networks. the Barry 
Diller television network that, among 
other things, includes the Home Shop- 
ping Network. 

But those accounts said Wetherell 
changed his opinion when the stock 
price of Lycos plummeted in reaction to 
that news. 

Wetherell was quoted saying that 
after “further consideration” he consid- 
ered the deal with USA “inadequate” for 
Lycos shareholders. And since Diller 
would not renegotiate a deal that gives 
USA a 61-percent stake in the merged 
entity, Wetherell resigned “in order to 
be free to explore the best options avail- 
able to Lycos shareholders, including 
the possibility of Lycos remaining inde- 
pendent.” 

There was also speculation on the 
Web that Wetherell might try to see if 
another Internet company or TV. net- 
work was interested in acquiring Lycos.

away to attend school while his siblings 
and friends played on the white sands of 
the beach where he lived, fishing for sea 
bass, clams, shrimp and oysters. While 
his father was illiterate, a farmer on an 
island of Chinese known as “potato peo- 
ple,” his grandfather was an educated 
man and a methodist preacher who could 
fill a church with his voice alone. His 
grandfather insisted he attend school. 

Yu later returned at his family’s urging 
to get married and settle down, but a dean 
of students from the seminary where Yu 
had studied came to collect him. 

“He was the only American to ever 
Visit there. He really surprised the whole 
island,” Yu says. 

As an educated man, Yu fled mainland 
China in 1948 to Hong Kong where he 
worked for eight years for the U.S. Air 
Force in Taiwan as an interpreter. After 
moving to Taiwan in 1953, he later opened 
his own export company selling tofu in 
America. 

He first visited America in 1970 at the 
Yu family reunion in San Francisco, held 
every four years. Many family members 
came to California during the gold rush, 
he says. 

Yu and his wife, who died of lung can- 
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cer in 1989, raised five children, many of 


whom are Ivy-league educated. Yu 
moved to Andover two years ago. His 
son Albert Yu and his family live in 
Andover.

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NESWC, Wheelabrator 
settle retrofit dispute

In a rare display of accord, 
representatives of the North 
East Solid Waste Committee and 
Wheelabrator Management 
agreed last week to split the cost 
of the mandatory pollution-con- 
trol retrofit of the North 
Andover trash-to-energy inciner- 
ator. 

The retrofit is expected to cost 
$35.5 million. Under 
the new agreement 
Wheelabrator will 
pay $18.5 million and 
the NESWC commu- 
nities, which includes 
Andover, will pay $17 
million. 

The existing con- 
tract called for 
NESWC to be respon- 
sible for the entire 
cost of such things, 
which would have 
increased the already 
skyrocketing price 
the NESWC towns pay for trash 
disposal. 

Representatives of the two 
sides concluded the deal at a 
meeting Friday, after two years 
of negotiations that recently 
included a review of the pro- 
posed agreement by the state 
Inspector General’s office. 

In a letter dated Feb. 25, Janet 
Werkman, assistant IG, criti- 
cized the initial version of the 
agreement for what she said was 
a lack of a “meaningful, enforce- 
able performance guarantee,” 
and an “acceptance test proce- 
dure to verify that the retrofit 
meets the required performance 
standards.” She was also critical 
of the requirement that NESWC 
communities pay upfront for 
their portion of the retrofit, giv- 
ing the communities no leverage 
in any later dispute. 

NESWC_ Executive Director 
Shawn Worcester says the agree- 
ment was changed to address the 
IG’s concerns, and he feels the 
problems have been addressed. 

“We were able to clarify provi- 
Sions to their _ satisfaction,” 
Worcester says. 

Werkman would not comment 
on the final version of the agree- 
ment, but responded to a portion 
of the changes in the agreement 
in a letter dated March 4. 

The amendment “would sub- 
stantially address the (IG) 
office’s primary concerns,” she 
wrote, but added that “This 
office takes no position with 
respect to the question of 
whether the proposed Settlement 
Agreement taken as a whole rep- 
resents fair and equitable com- 
promise of the disputed issues.” 

State Rep. Barry Finegold (D- 
Andover) says he thinks the

negotiators atm the best of a 
difficult situation. 

“IT think they (NESWC nego- 
tiators) probably did as well as 
they could have under the cir- 
cumstances, since they are in 
such a bad position under this 
(existing) agreement. I’m just 


leery every time we enter into a 
contract with this company,” he 
Savs. 


Changes to the 
agreement included 
the addition of a “liq- 
uidated damages” 
provision that 
requires Wheelabra- 
tor to pay NESWC 
$35.5 million if they 
don’t complete’ the 
retrofit by 2001, 
Worcester says. 

Worcester esti- 
mates that Andover 
will save $1 million in 
the deal, but NESWC 
towns are still under 
contract to pay off the construc- 
tion debt to the plant totaling 
more than $150 million. 

Consultant Bob LaRochelle of 


Andover Strategic Alliances 
spoke to the Townsman on 
behalf of Wheelabrator. 


“It’s a significant commit- 
ment by Wheelabrator to cooper- 
ate with the NESWC communi- 
ties,” LaRochelle “says of the 
agreement, which he described 
as a “win/win situation for tax- 
payers” who get a reduced price 
for a cleaner plant. 

“Both the NESWC communi- 
ties and Wheelabrator fee] that 
this deal is not too good for 
either party. At least this goes to 
help the communities struggling 
with paying off a huge debt on 
the plant. We’re just glad to be 
moving on,” he says. 

Finegold and Worcester say 
they plan to continue to pursue 
the possibility of state aid to help 
pay off the construction debt, 
which is built into the last years 
of the contract requiring the 23 
NESWC towns to pay more than 
three times market rate to dis- 
pose of their trash. 

If the financial aid sought 
from the state is approved by the 
legislature and Gov. Paul Celluc- 
ci, tipping fees could be reduced 
by about $15 per ton, Worcester 
says. 

Legislators are seeking $3 mil- 
lion a year for five years from 
the state. 

Finegold says the priority is 
to get the first $3 million 
approved, even if NESWC has to 
lobby for it to be renewed each 
year. 

“It’s hard to get it in, but it’s 
even harder to get it out,” he 
says.

Peace activists arrested at 
Raytheon in Andover last fall are 
on trial this week in Lawrence 
District Court for trespassing, a 
crime they say is forgivable by 
law, considering their mission. 

The 11 Raytheon Peacekeepers 
invoked the “necessity defense,” 
that would allow them to trespass 
in the interest of stopping what 
they contend is a greater crime — 
in this case, the creation of 
weapons of mass destruction at 
Raytheon to be used to bomb 
Iraq. 

Andover police arrested the 
group last Oct. 26, after a demon- 
Stration that included chanting, 
sign holding and the pouring of a 
vial of blood onto the Raytheon 
sign visible from Lowell Street. 
Police warned activists that step- 
ping on Raytheon property would 
result in arrest, before demon- 
strators stepped over the proper- 
ty line.

It’s time to 
pay this Bill 


Its a good thing that, well in 
advance of Town Meeting, the status of 
Youth Services Director Bill Fahey is 
now publicly on the table. 

For weeks, just about everybody 
with an interest in programs for youth 
has known that Fahey’s status here 
could be a bit shaky. While he has 
declared publicly that he wants to stay 
in Andover and continue to develop 
programs for local teens, there are 
other communities interested in woo- 
ing him away. 

So finally, at Monday’s selectmen’s 
meeting, the board took up the issue as 
part of their budget deliberations. All 
five agreed that Fahey is a valued 
employee, but there was a bit of hesita- 
tion about giving him a substantial 
raise, or giving him department head 
status, because it might set a prece- 
dent that would lead to. similar 
demands from other employees. 

It is well worth being concerned 
about setting precedents, and the 
board should discuss the matter thor- 
oughly. 

But from here, it looks like boosting 
Fahey’s pay and his job description 
would be a great precedent to set. 

By all accounts, he does an outstand- 
ing job — so outstanding that other 
communities are trying to steal him 
away. As more than one selectman 
observed, he is the kind of employee 
the town should fight to keep. 

If all that is true, there should be no 
worries about obligations to other 
employees, unless they are equally 
outstanding. 

There is nothing at all wrong with 
sending a message that if you work 
hard, serve your constituency well 
and create a program that is the envy 
of surrounding communities, that 
commitment will be honored — finan- 
cially and otherwise. Or, that if you 
don’t, then town officials will feel no 
obligation to provide exceptional 
rewards. 

For far too long, employees in the 
public sector have demanded that 
management treat everyone “equally,” 
even if they don’t perform equally. 

The board, and Town Meeting vot- 
ers, have a chance with Fahey to 
strike a small blow against continuing 
that flawed philosophy.

Go ahead, admit it. Please. 

Weren’t you squirming just a little 
bit at the hardly surprising news in 
recent weeks that Andover and its 
suburban neighbors do measurably 
less than Lawrence in _ providing 
affordable housing for low-income 
people? 

Wasn't there a slight bit of a guilt 
trip going through your brain? Maybe 
even your heart? 

Sure, there are a few rationaliza- 
tions people who live in communities 
like ours can offer when information 
like this becomes uncomfortably pub- 
lic. 

Or, to be a bit more timely about it, 
when we rise up in righteous indigna- 
tion at the threat of a Lawrence offi- 
cial sniffing around our neighbor- 
hoods for a place to build affordable 
housing. 

For one thing, folks with housing 
subsidy vouchers don’t have to go to 
Lawrence. Their vouchers. are 
“mobile,” which means, in theory, 


that they could use them anywhere in 
the state. 

But the practical reality is that 
most of them don’t end up here, or in 
North Andover or Methuen. They end 
up in Lawrence. And it doesn’t take a 
law degree or a Ph.D. in social science 
to figure out why. Lawrence is one of 
the few places in the region that has 
the kind of housing and services that 
they can afford. 

This is not a new syndrome. 

For years, I covered the city of 
Lynn, which has a lot in common with 
Lawrence. The same thing was true 
there. In spite of the lofty aspirations 
of anti-snob zoning, which back in 
1969 set a goal for every community in 
the state to make at least 10 percent of 
its housing stock accessible to the 
poor, nothing of the sort was happen- 
ing. 

In Lynn, more than 23 percent of 
the housing stock was occupied by 
those with subsidies. In surrounding 
communities like Marblehead, 
Swampscott, Nahant and Lynnfield, 
the affordable housing stock was 
somewhere in the 2. to 5S-percent 
range. 

Hard to believe, here in liberal, 
Democratically controlled, soak-the- 
rich, dignify-the-poor Massachusetts, 
isn’t it. Why, it sounds positively 
Republican. 

What makes it even more ironic for 
me, however, is that I’ve just finished 
another Christmas season sitting at a 


desk that for a couple of months gets 
flooded with press releases and photo 
requests, all of them asking the paper 
to publicize some act of kindness 
being extended to the “less fortunate” 
by various local groups and business- 
es. 

Hang on for a moment, now, before 
cranking out those nasty e-mails or 
letters. I think all those acts of kind- 
ness are worthwhile. Surely it is much 
better to do them than not to do them. 

But the irony for the recipients of 
this type of charity (and believe me, it 
does not escape them — most of them 
are a pretty savvy bunch) is that it 
rarely does anything to help them 
move out of their circumstances. 
Indeed, it tends to keep the poor right 
where they are — somewhere other 
than here. 

Some years ago, an angry group of 
low-income residents in Lynn actually 
protested a Habitat for Humanity pro- 
ject in the city. Not because they 
thought Habitat was a bad idea. It was 
just that it was launched by, and 
involved, all these folks from Marble- 
head and Swampscott, who came over 
to work on it, called the press looking 
for photos, and felt very proud of 
themselves for helping the poor. 

“Why don’t they do a few Habitat 
projects in their own towns?” fumed 
one of the protesters. “They come over 
here and work, and then they go back 
home, where it’s nice and safe and

New senior center 
is definitely needed 


Editor, Townsman: 

A few weeks ago I enjoyed a Chinese 
New Year celebration at the Senior 
Center. I didn’t count the house, but I 
estimate there were at least 75 people 
there. We all had a great time. The 
only sad note is that we had to turn a 
lot of people away, not only seniors but 
other interested people from the com- 
munity. This has become a common 
occurrence. 

There are those who don’t believe 
that Andover needs a new Senior Cen- 
ter. Our inability to accommodate all 
who wish to come to regular cultural, 
educational and recreational events is 
only one example of the limitations of 
the current center. Some other exam- 
ples: 

- The computer training program is 
housed in the Old Town Hall and has 
outgrown the available space; 

- There are two pool tables, a ceram- 
ic kiln, and a wood-working shop 
which have never been set up because 
of lack of space; 

- The “library” is in a hallway, and 
there is no reading room or other quiet 
area; 

* There is no place for a visiting 
nurse, counselor or doctor to confer 
privately with a person in need: 

- The tax preparation program is 
carried out in an alcove in the hallway; 

- There is no place to put exercise 
equipment; 

- The tax voucher program is par- 
tially run from the adult day-care cen- 
ter; 

* Classes and programs have to be 
cut short to provide time for reconfigu- 
ration of the space for another use. 

The senior population continues to 
grow faster than any other segment of 
the population: life expectancy has 
increased by more than 30 years this 
century, and continues to do so ... and 
the “baby-boomer” generation has not 
yet arrived. As the senior population 
grows and society becomes more com- 
plex, the diversity of the programs 
they require also grows. 

The Senior Center is part of the 
community, a place where all groups 
can interact. It not only provides recre- 
ational, cultural, educational and well- 
ness programs, but is also a home base 
for doing important things for and in 
the community — things that utilize 
seniors’ valuable skills, experience 
and wisdom, such as the very success- 
ful tax voucher program. 

Cutbacks in social service programs 
have put an added strain on our med- 
ical transportation and Friendly Visi- 
tor programs, which help not only the 
seniors but also the growing number of 
care givers in our town. 

Andover values its senior citizens 
for their past, present and future con- 
tributions: to society, to the communi- 
ty, and to their families. They need a

Can’t we all just get along? Ask a mediator 


She has seen couples who have been 
fighting for eight years resolve an 
argument in an hour. 

She has seen parents and teen-agers 
at what seemed like an impasse 
become a family once more, all since 
she became a mediator. 

When the going gets tough for 
Andover teens and their parents, there 
are ways to resolve the problems push- 
ing them apart. 

Posie Cowan, of Andover — educa- 
tor and psychotherapist turned media- 
tor — says it’s natural for conflicts to 
arise between parents and their teen- 
age children. 

“What gets them in trouble is that 
they don’t know how to talk to each 
other,” Cowan says. 

Families should seek the help of 
mediator when they’ve come up 
against a power struggle they can’t 
manage, she says. 

Common issues that cause serious 
conflicts in families are chores, grades, 
jobs, friends, use of a car or school 
attendance. 

One family negotiated an agreement 


with Cowan’s help once the parents — 


discovered that the child would do her 
chores if she was allowed to schedule 
them into her day herself, rather than 
be told when to do them. It may sound 
simple, but communicating in conflict, 
is not a natural skill, she says. 

“We didn’t grow up in a society 
where we learned how to deal with dif. 
ficulties,” Cowan says. 

After 20 years as a local family ther- 
apist, Cowan shifted her practice from 
therapy to mediation once she saw 
how quickly it brought results. 

While working as a_ therapist, 
Cowan says it took months, sometimes 
years, to resolve problems. As a media- 
tor, she says it is frequently possible to 
resolve conflicts in one or two one- 
hour sessions. 

The presence of a neutral third 
party focused on resolving a conflict

can have remarkable effect on rela- 
tions, she says. 

People trying to settle an argument 
often think the result must include a 
winner and a loser, but in mediation, 
Cowan says, everybody wins because 


_ the opposing parties come up with the 


solution themselves. 

' Unlike therapists, mediators don’t 
give advice. Mediators manage and 
contain emotions in order to reach an 
agreement, while therapists encourage 
expression of emotion and their mean- 
ing, she says. 

Cowan says she got involved in 
mediation because she was looking for 
: new ways to use her ails and under- 


er family therapist since 1978, 
Cowan moved her practice out of 


Andover for a time, and back into town 
five years ago. She has since taught 
parenting classes for the local organi- 
zation “Parent to Parent.” 

More than 350 Andover people have 
taken her class on “systematic train- 
ing for effective parenting,” complete 
with a curriculum and guidebook, she 
says. 

The class helps parents understand 
their child’s behavior, to learn how to 
be positive and encouraging, to set lim- 
its and to develop skills in conflict res- 
olution, she says. 

Cowan also turned to mediation 
because she likes to be on the cutting 


edge of conflict resolution. She was 
interested in family therapy when it 


was first used in.the 1970s. Twenty 
years later, mediation is the emerging

field. 

It’s so emerging, state agencies are 
still developing a formal certification 
process for mediators, she says. 

Classes in mediation are more often 
found at independent institutions 
rather than colleges and universities, 
but the state is expected to adopt regu- 
lations requiring mediators to have 
100 hours of training and 100 hours of 
mediating experience, she says. 

Part of Cowan’s training included 
tracking down mentors to help her 
learn more about mediation. 

“You sort of have to go out after it,” 


she says. 


The best mediators are the ones 
who have good listening abilities, can 
pic hostility and stay neutral, she 


MCAS tests to be shorter, subject added this year 


MCAS tests just got a little 
bit shorter. Statewide MCAS 
tests for fourth-, eighth- and 
tenth-graders, scheduled to 
resume this spring, have been 
changed to accommodate con- 
cerns that tests were too long, 
but sections of history and 
social science have been added. 

According to the Massachu- 
setts Department of Education, 
changes to the MCAS tests to 


be given this year include: 

¢ Elimination of the short- 
term composition test in Eng- 
lish language arts in all grades. 
This was a 45-minute portion of 
the test last year; 

* Moving the long composi- 
tion portion of the English lan- 
guage arts test to April 26-30; 

* Increasing the grade-four 
recommended test session 
times from 45 to 60 minutes so 


that the number of test ses- 
sions is reduced; and 

¢ Increasing the number of 
multiple-choice questions and 
decreasing the number of open- 
response questions on all tests 
in all grades. In science and 
technology tests, this reduces 
the number of test sessions in 
fourth grade from three to two, 
and in eighth and tenth grade 
from four to three. 


The history and social sci- 
ence test will be a “tryout” test 
in grade four this spring. The 
test results for grade 10 will be 
available only in an analysis 
report, and won't include 
scaled scores or performance 
level percentages. 

All three grades will be fully 
tested in history and social sci- 
ence in spring 2000, according 
to the DOE. 


This year’s MCAS tests will 
be given from April 16 to April 
30, and from May 17 to June 2. 
Testing times are all recom- 
mended by the DOE, since 
none of the tests are timed, but 
estimated totals for fourth 
grade are nine one-hour ses- 
sions, and 13 sessions of 45 
minutes each for eighth- and 
tenth-graders.

Becker. Fahey is current- 
ly slated to make about 
$42,000 next year, while 
department heads will 
make about $10,000 to 
$40,000 more. 

Fahey himself talks 
about the importance of 
adding part-time staff to 
help run some of the 
growing programs, and 
selectmen seem to be in 
favor of that effort, too. A 
new program assistant 
position is listed in Stapczynski’s proposed 
budget. 

“When this program started, we were talk- 
ing about (serving) a couple hundred kids, 
and now we're talking about a couple thou- 
sand,” said Larsen, adding that the town 
often doesn’t have a space large enough for all 
the kids who want to go to the youth service 
events. 

“There is a statewide envy for our youth 
program,” said Larsen. “Fahey has kept his 
modesty and his commitment. The kids love 
him. We need to put our treasures where that 
kind of result is coming.” 

Fahey’s position started as a trial balloon, 
courtesy of a small state grant. But the pro- 
gram — and his role in many youths’ lives — 
has grown by leaps arid bounds, and this year 
Andover won an award for creating a com- 
munity skate park. 

“With the award that the skate park 
received, Andover received a lot of attention. 
Our summer programs also have drawn a lot 
of attention,” says Fahey. “We receive phone 
calls on a weekly basis from other communi- 
ties (seeking advice).” 

Fahey admits that some of these calls were 
also from people seeking youth services coor- 
dinators, but he says so far he has turned 
down such offers. 

He says he needs Andover to define where

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his now five-year-old position is headed, but 
that he does want to stay in Andover and see 
youth services grow and eventually get its 
own center.

‘Tm trying to stick up for the guy,” said 
Downs, appearing simply to want someone to 
justify the proposed increase by listing new 
activities Fahey had started. 

Major mentioned several lacrosse teams, 
the new skate park, an outward bound pro- 
gram, expanded Youth Council opportuni- 
ties, an outreach program, and mountain 
biking, roller blading and horseback riding 
events. 

Andover may soon start a program geared 
to middle school and high school girls, and 
create an in-line hockey rink at Recreation 
Park, says Fahey. 

But with each new program comes the 
potential need for new staff. 

“We really need to look at bringing in staff 
to help run these programs,” says Fahey.

Consultants presented the GIS pro- 
gram to the public Tuesday night at 
the Town Offices, explaining the uses 
of a system that combines computer- 
ized mapping and database informa- 
tion that can generate maps, reports, 
statistics and run queries. 

Jayson Brennen and_ Stephen 
Keen, of Camp Dresser & McKee Inc., 
presented the GIS pilot program 
developed for Andover to members of 
the Planning Board and a small audi- 
ence. The meeting was also broadcast 
on local cable stations. 

Andover planner Laura DeGroot 
says the system will be available to 
every town department and members 
of the public who have queries. 

The maps are based on informa- 
tion and images gathered in field 
studies and fly-over photographs 
from flights taken in 1978 and 1997.

Last year, Town Meeting approved 
$250,000 to complete phase one of the 
GIS project, including a new fly-over 
that would provide information for 
topography, buildings, edges of pave- 
ment and wetlands, DeGroot says. 

Previous maps of Andover used in 
the GIS system were made from 
scanned images of hand-drawn maps 
that were modified through the 
years, DeGroot says. The fly-over 
images will replace those maps. 

“Now we're based in reality,” she 
Says. 

The maps are being compiled by 
James W. Sewall Co., of Maine, the 
same company that prepared maps 
for the town in 1978, DeGroot says. 

While much of the previously col- 
lected data on wetlands is more thor- 
ough and detailed from field studies, 
the new information will be used to 
update it, she says. 

Town Meeting voters this year 
will be asked to approve $252,000 of 
the CIP (Capital Improvement Pro- 
jects) for phase two — data develop- 
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ment, of the GIS system, including 
water and sewer map data, hardware, 
software, training and software cus- 
tomization. 

“The whole idea is to create a sys- 
tem where departments share infor- 
mation, and the public can get infor- 
mation and analysis on projects,” she 
Says. 

When all four phases are complete, 
all major town departments and their 
data would be linked to the system, 
and someone from each department 
would be trained to use it, DeGroot 
Says. 

Phase three of the plan is “system 
implementation,” estimated = at

The GIS system is such an impor- 
tant technology that the state aims to 
create local service centers to share 
data, she says. 

Sample data of downtown and 
West Andover will be used to demon- 
strate the system at Town Meeting, 
and town-wide information should be 
complete by December if the request 
for money passes, DeGroot says.

“We don’t have to reinvent any- 
thing,” says Andover Town Manager 
Buzz Stapczynski.

Since the task of creating more 
affordable housing and _ preserving 
open space are at odds in Andover, the 
focus for local advocates of affordable 
housing should be on home owner- 
ship assistance programs, says state 
Rep. Barry Finegold (D-Andover). 

Finegold says he believes that if 
there is a solution to the affordable 
housing problem, building new units 
isn’t necessarily the answer. 

The issue arose in recent weeks 
after Lawrence Housing Authority 
Executive Director Domenic J. O’Neill 
accused towns surrounding Andover 
of not providing their share of afford- 
able housing. 

In the wake of that controversy, 
officials from Andover, North 
Andover, Methuen and Lawrence met 
last Friday at the request of Lawrence 
Mayor Patricia Dowling, and agreed 
to meet again April 23. 

O’Neill says the meeting was a bit 
of an eye opener for Lawrence offi- 
cials, who came away from it with a 
sense that suburbs support affordable 
housing programs, but had let them 
slip to the back burner. 

“There is quite a bit of support for 
making this a priority,” he says. 

Officials are considering revisiting

the a plan created 10 years ago in 
response to a similar problem. A civil 
disturbance, reported as a race riot in 
Lawrence in August 1984, spurred the 
Massachusetts Commission on Dis- 
crimination (MCAD) to form a region- 
al coalition to deal with affordable 
housing issues. 

“We don’t have to reinvent any- 
thing,” says Andover Town Manager 
Buzz Stapczynski. 

He plans to present a copy of the 
Regional Housing Compact of 1990 at 
the upcoming meeting, and suggest 
that it be updated. 

The document was created by the 
Regional Housing Fair Share Plan 
Committee, consisting of officials 
from Lawrence, Andover, North 
Andover and Methuen and the Merri- 
mack Valley Regional Planning Com- 
mittee. 

The function of the committee was 
to meet quarterly and monitor 
progress of regional housing issues, 
conduct workshops on related topics, 
monitor proposals for affordable 
housing developments and land-use 
regulation changes, coordinate local 
criteria and inventory of potential 
local housing developments and 
share resources to coordinate infor- 
mation, according to the compact.

Support seen for affordable housing 


O’Neill agrees that some answers 
to the affordable housing problem 
may be found in the compact, but 
says that the issue must be made a 
priority, lest Lawrence bear more and 
more of the burden as housing mar- 
kets skyrocket in the suburbs. 

Finegold says he isn’t so sure the 
answer is in the compact. 

“If you really want to improve the 
situation, focus on home ownership,” 
Finegold says. 

While there are programs in place, 
such as low interest loans and credit 
counseling, to help people buy homes, 
they may not help anyone move into 
Andover, Finegold says. 

“I know a lot of people in high 
school who can’t afford to live here 
anymore. The Town of Andover 
should look at that,” he says. 

“This problem seems to repeat 
itself every 10 years,” Stapcezynski 
Says, and cites the lack action on 
affordable housing in the recent past 
to the economy. 

“We had problems with the econo- 
my overshadowing fair housing 
issues. Quite honestly, our main 
focus was not losing jobs in the early 
90s, while companies were moving 
and laying people off,” Stapezynski 
says.

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Raytheon seeks identity 


of Internet malcontents 


Raytheon Co. officials insisted this week 
that a lawsuit filed against 21 still-unknown 
employees for posting what it says is propri- 
etary information on an Internet message 
board is not aimed at curbing free speech. 

Raytheon, in a suit filed in Middlesex 
Superior Court, is seeking to force Yahoo! 
Inc., the Internet company that operates the 
message board, to reveal the identity of the 
employees. The suit also seeks more than 
$25,000 in damages. 

Company spokesman David Polk said he 
could not comment on what might happen to 
the employees if their identity is revealed. 

“But it is very important for everyone to 
understand that we are in no way trying to 
curb opinions or ideas,” he says. “There is a 
very clear line between sharing information 
that is public knowledge and what is propri- 
etary.” 

He also would not comment on what mes- 
sages contained proprietary information. 

“All employees are obligated to safeguard 
proprietary information,” he says, “and the 
company is committed to doing that.” 

Several calls to IBEW Local 1505, which 
represents Raytheon workers, were not 
returned. 

There has been significant unrest within 
the union, however, over declining member- 
ship of the union and job cuts.

Cancer and comedy collide with comic

Whether or not there’s college basketball 
on every channel, or green beer in every tap, I 
can always tell when it’s March.

Dave Fitzgerald is a guy who can elicit a laugh while 
lying flat on his back in a hospital bed. So when he’s up on 
his feet, you’d expect him to be a pretty good stand-up 
comedian. 

Residents can judge Fitzgerald’s talent for themselves 
this weekend, when he appears at Comedy Escape inside 
China Blossom on Routes 125 and 133, in North Andover. 
Two other comics will warm up for Fitzgerald, starting at 
9:30 p.m. 

“Humor is like clothing,” says Fitzgerald, and everyone 
has to find the suit that fits them. 

But Fitzgerald has found the rarest comedic cloak of all - 
a hospital gown. He tells cancer jokes. And there aren’t too 
many other people who can elicit howls of laughter about 
the disease previous generations mentioned only in whis- 
pered tones. 

A two-time cancer survivor, Fitzgerald now spends half 
his time in nightclubs and half his time on the health-care 
circuit, talking to cancer patients and doctors. You might 
Say Fitzgerald, who moved to Main Street. Andover, in 
September, is in the midst of a career move as well. 

“Making (cancer) doctors laugh is something that’s rare. 
They don’t get to laugh at it too often,” he says. “The only 
thing more rewarding is speaking to cancer survivors.” 

Fitzgerald has done plenty of that since having his can- 
cerous bladder removed in 1996. 

Fitzgerald launched this new career aspect after he 
spoke about his surgery at a wellness center meeting. After 
he joked around, the wife of a man with cancer came up to 
Fitzgerald and told him that he had made her husband 
laugh for the first time in months. She said the man, who 
was reluctant before, was now ready to have his surgery. 

“T almost started crying. I knew humor was powerful... 
but just in three minutes I changed the way he was think- 
ing,” says Fitzgerald. 

Since then, Fitzgerald has created a tape, Living and 
Laughing with Cancer, that’s meant to help others through 
the tough times. Although the video has a serious message, 
it is sprinkled with humor. 

The video delivers anecdotes and clips of Fitzgerald’s 
stand-up routine the same way Fitzgerald consumes coffee 
~ frequently, and with purpose. 

“The video, to me, is what I’m all about these days,” he 
says. “When they diagnosed me, I wish they had given me 
the video and told me to go home and watch it.” 

In a way, the video is a how-to guide for those with can-

in 1988, said McQuade, who 
requested $255,000. Several vehi- 
cles and other pieces of equip- 
ment sit in the town yard in dis- 
repair, forcing the town to rent 
replacements, said McQuade. He 
says if we keep zero-funding, 
we're going to have an equip- 
ment junkyard back there. 
McQuade called the status of his 
deteriorating equipment yard 
“the beginning of the end,” and 
warned of dire consequences if 
the account wasn’t funded some- 
how. When preparing the pre- 
liminary budget in January, Tor- 
risi said the state revenue pic- 
ture looked brighter. The 
finance director hoped for 
increases in state aid to equip- 
ment but recent Statehouse pro- 
posals slashing municipal fund- 
ing canceled those plans, he said.

A short-handed Board of 
Selectmen was stalemated Mon- 
day night over the purchase of a 
$280,000 fire truck. With Select- 
man Jim Barenboim absent, the 
2-2 vote would have kept the vote 
from giving its blessing of the 
purchase at next month’s town 
meeting, but the  selectmen 
agreed to take the issue up again 
at their March 20 meeting. With 
a six-story apartment building 
and other high-rise projects 
planned in West Andover, Fire 
Chief Harold Hayes said the 
town needs an aerial ladder fire 
pump truck. But Chairman 
William Downs said the towns- 
people might not approve the 


$280,000 price tag. The fire 
department had originally pro 
posed a $180,000 non-aerial lad- 
der pumper and “I wouldn't 
Want to see it voted down 


because of a change of $100,000,” 
he said. Selectmen Gail Ralston 
said she talked with Andover 
firemen last weekend who 
expressed concerns the town 
would need to hire more person- 
nel to man the proposed truck. 
“If our firemen say there is not 
enough manpower now, my 
question is, why should we buy 
it?” she asked. But town manag: 
er Ken Mahony called the fire- 
fighters’ reaction a bargaining 
ploy for upcoming contract nego- 
tiations. Mahony said “I’m 
extremely resentful that they are 
trying to bring staffing levels 
into this, we have four deputy 
chiefs and a fire chief. They are 
the people who should be 
answering whether more fire 
fighters would be needed for a 
new truck.” Hays said the aerial 
pumper is versatile and no addi- 
tional manpower would be need- 
ed to operate this truck. Both 
Selectmen Gerald Silverman and 
Charles Wesson supported the 
chief. Silverman commented he 
would rely on Hayes’ recommen- 


dation.

The great divide at Hewlett-Packard 


Apparently, the 800-pound gorilla of 
the electronics world was just getting too 
big to be light on its feet anymore. 

That was the major explanation 
offered last week for the j 


announcement by Hewlett-Packard Co. 


that it would split into two, entirely sepa- 
rate companies, with the medical prod- 
ucts division headquartered in Andover 
to become part of the much smaller piece 
left after that division. 

That doesn’t mean it will be small, rel- 
atively speaking, as HP spokesperson 
Dianne Prendible notes. “We're going 
to be a nearly $¢billion company,” she 
says, “so we'll be a Fortune 200 firm right 
out of the blocks.” 

But it will be much smaller than the 
$40-billion computing, imaging and 
printing business that will continue to be 
called Hewlett-Packard. The new, small- 
er company does not yet have a name. 
That will come, Prendible says, in the 
next several months. The entire deal, she 
says, probably won’t be done for a year, 
“since there are a lot of legal issues to 
work out.” 


A smaller H-P 


Sure, everybody who follows business 
news heard about the big Hewlett. 
Packard Co. split last week, creating a 
hew, separate company that includes 
Andover’s medical products facility, and 
that will be worth $7. billion right at the 
Start. 


But perhaps not everybody heard 
about a much smaller split last Novem- 
ber, that created a new medical software 
company called Sentillion, a startup that 
just hit nine employees and hasn't yet 
moved into space being renovated at 
Brickstone Square in Andover. 

But Sentillion co-founders John Dou- 
glass and Robert Seliger, both veteran 
H-P alumni, have high hopes for the prin- 
cipal product of the new company — 
“context management engine” software, 
Which is designed to make it easier and 
more accurate for doctors and hospitals 
to keep track of their patients, 

According to the company, there are 
“nundreds of disparate applications (in 
the medical records field) that don’t coor- 
dinate with one another, forcing clini- 
clans to enter and exit programs con- 
Stantly, just to gather information on a 
Single patient. 

Not only that, clinicians also have to 
log in and out of each separate program 
~~ a tedious, time-consuming process. 

Shoba Vaitheeswaran, of Schwartz 
Communications, a Waltham public 
relations firm representing Sentillion, 
says the new software, divided into what 
the company calls Patient Link and User 
Link, “synchronizes” all the various soft- 
ware applications that apply to a patient, 
and allow a doctor or other clinician to 
“log into” a patient’s records just one 


For the Andover operation, Prendible 
says the change should be a good one. It 
is not expected to cause any layoffs with- 
in the existing 2,200 work force. And she 
says medical products will be a much 
more significant player within the new 
company. 

“Right now, we're only 3 percent of 
the Hewlett-Packard business,” she says. 
“But we're going to be 20 percent. And 
since we had really good fourth and first 
quarters (their first quarter ended Janu- 
ary 31), we're one of the fastest-growing 
elements of the new company.” . 

In making the announcement, which 
came March 2, company officials said the 
split should allow both companies to 
grow more quickly. 

“One of the problems (within Hewlett- 
Packard) is that we are really many com- 
panies, if you look at all the products we 
make,” Prendible says. “So it becomes 
really hard to apply a broad-brush (man- 
agement) approach when the markets 
are so different. This will let us be more 
masters of our own destinies.”

TO SEE IF THE TOWN WILL VOTE to amend Sec- 
tion VI.D. (Cluster development) by deleting that section 
in its entirety and replacing therewith a new section enti- 
tled “Open Space Residential Development” with require- 
ments thereunder. This amendment is intended to elimi- 
nate the current ten-acre minimum requirement for resi- 
dential cluster subdivisions in order to encourage the 
preservation of open spaces and linkages between those 
areas for trails and paths. 
(2.) TO SEE IF THE TOWN WILL VOTE to amend Sec- 
tion 11.14. (Definition of Way) by substituting therein the 
word “mean” for the word “include”. The amended section 
would read: “WAY - Shall mean public ways, ways accept- 
ed as such by the town, ways which the Town Clerk certi- 
fies are maintained and used as public ways and ways 
approved by the Planning Board.” 
(3.) TO SEE IF THE TOWN WILL VOTE to amend Sec- 
tion IV.A. (Permitted Uses) by adding the word “specifical- 
ly” as the next to the last word in the sentence. The 
amended section would read: “Perrnitted uses: No land in 
any use district nor any building or part thereof now or 
hereafter erected thereon shall be used for any purpose 
except such uses as are specifically permitted:” 
(4.) TO SEE IF THE TOWN WILL VOTE to add the follow- 
ing definition as number 43. to Section II: “43. Driveway - 
An accessory use on a lot, privately owned and intended 
for the passage of motor vehicles.” 
(5.) TO SEE IF THE TOWN WILL VOTE to add a new 
subsection 13. to Section V.B. (Exceptions and special 
requirements) which would prohibit common driveways, 
shared driveways, or driveway easements on adjacent 
lots. Each lot intended for building would be required tc 
provide a driveway situated entirely within the frontage 
and lot area. 
(6.) TO SEE IF THE TOWN WILL VOTE to amend Sec- 
tion IV.B.4. (Table of Use Regulations) by striking the 
words “voted at town meeting” therefrom. The affected 
section currently reads in part: “. . .otherwise in compli- 
ance with this bylaw; municipal facility voted at town 
meeting; any use or facility for conservation of natural 
resources. . .”. 
(7.) TO SEE IF THE TOWN WILL VOTE to add the follow- 
ing new subsection 14. to Section V.B. (Exceptions and 
special requirements): “14. Light poles for the support of 
lighting fixtures on public or private outdoor recreational 
fields or courts shall not be any greater in height than thir- 
ty-five (35) feet in any zoning district unless otherwise 
allowed by special permit from the Board of Appeals sub- 
ject to the requirements of Section VI.X. of this by-law.” 
(8.) TO SEE IF THE TOWN WILL VOTE to add a new 
subsection VI.X. entitled “Light Poles - Design and Loca- 
tion Standards”. This new section would require a special 
permits from the Board of Appeals for light poles between 
35 feet in height and a maximum of 70 feet; establish set- 
backs from property lines and structures; establish times 
when lights may be lit; restrict such lighting from illuminat- 
ing areas other than playing fields or surfaces; require 
that light poles be of “monopole” type; and set forth the 
details to be shown on plans submitted with applications 
for the special permit. 
(9.) TO SEE IF THE TOWN WILL VOTE to amend Sec- 
tion VIII.C.a.(3) by deleting the words “Removal of 
Regrading incidental to subdivision development, under 
S. VI, Subsection E, Paragraphs 1.2a, b and c of this by- 
law;”, and replacing therewith the words “Earth Move- 
ment, under VI.E. 1.1 a., b. and c. of this by-law;” This 
amendment is intended to reflect the earth movement by- 
law approved at the 1998 Town Meeting. 
(10.) TO SEE IF THE TOWN WILL VOTE to add the fol- 
lowing subsections to Section VIII.C.a.: “(7) Planned 
development - multifamily dwelling or mixed use, under 
Section V1.0.3. of this bylaw;”, and “(8) Elderly housing, 
under Section VI.V., of this bylaw.” This amendment sim- 
ply adds the foregoing to the list of special permits issued 
by the Planning Board as Special Permit Granting Author- 
ity, those permits already being in the Board’s jurisdiction 
in the text of the regulations.

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Power up your 
awn and garden 
tools safely 


Most people look forward to ventur- 
ing outside when temperatures are on 
the rise. When spring hits, spring clean- 
ing enthusiasts break out lawn and gar- 
den tools to do their seasonal spruce-up 
around the house. 

The safety experts at Underwriters 
Laboratories Inc. (UL) recommend the 
following tips to remember when using 
lawn and garden appliances. 

Before using any appliance or tool, 
read and follow the manufacturer’s use 
and care instructions that come with 
the product. Always look for the famil- 
iar UL Listing Mark before purchasing 
a power tool, garden appliance or any 
other electrical product. The UL Listing 
Mark on a product means that repre- 
sentative samples of that product have 
been tested to nationally recognized 
safety standards with regard to fire, 
electric shock and related safety haz- 
ards. : 

Before each use, inspect power tools 
and electric garden appliances for 
frayed power cords and cracked or bro- 
ken casings. If the product is damaged, 
stop using it immediately. Don’t 
attempt to repair it yourself. Return the 
product back to the retailer or manu- 
facturer or have a qualified repair shop 
examine the product. When using 
power tools and garden appliances, 
always wear proper attire. Keep your 
clothing, hands and feet away from cut- 
ting blades at all times. Never wear jew- 
elry when working with tools. Always 
wear safety glasses. Pay attention to 
warning markings. Don’t allow tools to 
get wet unless they are labeled 
“immersible.” When using tools or 
extension cords outside, make sure 
they are appropriate for outdoor use.

With that said, what can be done to 
protect against the problem recurring 
this year? Many experts recommend a 
crabgrass preventer that also kills crab- 
grass after as well as before it germi- 
nates.

Unlike other herbicides, Dimension 
crabgrass preventer, also works against 
crabgrass after it germinates — up to 
three weeks longer than other crabgrass 
preventers currently on the market.

“OFF” before you plug it in. Unplug all 
portable electrically operated power 
tools when not in use. These tools con- 
tain electricity even when turned 
“OFF” but still plugged in. 

Use and store power tools and garden 
appliances away from water sources to 
avoid electric shock. Never use power 
tools and appliances in the rain. 

Have a qualified technician install 
ground fault circuit interrupter (GFCI) 
receptacles in all outdoor outlets. After 
installation, test your GFCIs monthly. 

Never carry an appliance by the 
cord, and never yank the cord when 
removing it from a receptacle. When 
disconnecting the cord, always grasp 
the plug — not the wire. Keep the cord 
away from heat, oil and sharp edges. 

Power tools and garden appliances, 
like any household appliance, need to 
be maintained and used in accordance 
with the manufacturer’s instructions. 
Following these precautions and the 
manufacturer’s instructions may help 
you to enjoy longer, safer use of your 
spring cleaning tools.

following some common sense safety 
tips from UL, when operating your lawn 
mower. 

Before operating your mower, make 
sure you have read the owner’s manual 
thoroughly, noting all safety and oper- 
ating instructions. Learn the controls 
well enough to act instantly in an emer- 
gency and to stop the machine quickly. 
If you have a gasoline-fueled mower, 
store the gas in a safety can. Fill the 
mower outside, using a-funnel to pre- 
vent spills. Stay away from possible 
ignition sources and replace the gas cap 
firmly when done. Before starting the 
mower, be sure it is on level ground, dis- 
engage all clutches and use the correct, 
starting procedure described in the 
owner’s manual for your mower. 
Always start the mower outdoors. 
Never operate the mower where carbon 
monoxide can collect, such as in a 
closed garage, storage shed or base- 
ment. Electrically powered lawn mow- 
ers should not be used on wet grass. Use 
an extension cord designed for outdoor 
use and rated for the power‘needs of 
your mower. To reduce the risk of cut- 
ting the cord while you’re mowing, start 
mowing in the area nearest the electri- 
cal outlet, then mow away from the out- 
let so the power cord will be behind you. 
Make sure all safety guards are in place 
and keep the mower’s blades sharp. If 


you do hit a foreign object or have a 
mower malfunction, remember to turn 
off the mower and disconnect the power 
cord before inspecting for damage. 
Keep your hands and feet away from 
mower’s blades. Never reach under the 
mower for any reason while the mower 
is in operation and make all adjust- 
ments with the motor off. Safe footwear 
is important, especially with walk- 
behind mowers. Make sure your shoes 
provide good traction to reduce slipping 
and have sturdy soles to resist punc- 
tures. Never work barefoot or in san- 
dals, canvas shoes, etc. Never leave a 
lawn mower operational while unat- 
tended. Curious children, eager to help 
out, may get seriously injured. 

By following the manufacturer’s 
instructions as well as UL’s recom- 
mended safe-use tips, you and your fam- 
ily can enjoy longer, safer use of your 
power lawn mowers.

Steps to ladder 
safety 


NORTHBROOK, Ill. — All across the 
United States, people will be climbing 
ladders to spruce up the exterior of 
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their homes, examine gutters, paint 
walls, and perform other tasks associat- 
ed with spring cleaning. On average, 
about 150,000 people make emergency 
room visits due to ladder mishaps each 
year. To avoid becoming an emergency 
room casualty, people should be aware 
of basic safety guidelines for proper lad- 
der use. 

The first “step” to using any ladder 
safely is to carefully read the instruc- 
tions included in the manufacturer’s 
use and care booklet, according to John 
Drengenberg, Consumer Affairs Man- 
ager at UL. The manufacturer’s instruc- 
tions contain guidelines that can help 
consumers use ladders more safely and 
effectively and also contain important 
guidelines for weight and height limits. 

“Consumers should choose the prop- 
er ladder for the intended task. For 
example, if the ladder will be used near 
electrical sources, consumers should 
use a nonmetallic ladder to reduce the 
possibility of electrical shock,” says 
Drengenberg. Another crucial “step” is 
to always inspect the ladder before step- 
ping on the first rung, Drengenberg 
adds. “Make sure the ladder has been 
well maintained, that the rungs are 
clean and all parts are intact — never 
climb on a slippery or shaky ladder.” 

Setting up the ladder correctly may 
help prevent falls. “When planting the 
base of any ladder, place all feet on a 
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firm, level surface, not on rocks or 
boards. Spreaders, the devices that hold 
the front and back sections of a step lad- 
der in an open position, should be com- 
pletely open and locked before any 
weight is placed on the ladder. If using 
an extension ladder, don’t place the lad- 
der at too extreme an angle. Remember, 
different ladders have different safety 
considerations,” Drengenberg advises.~ 

Finally, consumers should follow 
several precautions to help prevent lad- 
der accidents. Always use a ladder that 
is long enough for the job at hand. A 
great number of ladder accidents are 
the result of using a ladder that is too 
short. Don’t carry equipment while 
climbing a ladder. Invest in a tool belt 
or have someone hand the equipment to 
you. Face the ladder when climbing up 
and down and keep your body centered 
between both side rails. While up on the 
ladder, don’t overextend your reach, 
Make sure you keep your weight evenly 
distributed. Never move a ladder while 
standing on it. Always make sure peo- 
ple and equipment are off the ladder 
before moving or closing it. Never stand 
on a ladder’s bucket shelf. Read and fol- 
low the warning stickers for highest 
standing levels. 

Ladders, like any other household 
tools, need to be maintained and used in 
accordance with the manufacturer’s 
instructions. 


Clearing the air about lawnmower emissions 


(NAPSA)-When it comes to learning 
about lawnmowers and engine emissions, 
some public information has been outdat- 
ed, misstated, or simply not true. In fact, 
information has been distributed that 
makes unrealistic comparisons between 
today’s lawnmowers and automobiles. 

According to the Outdoor Power 
Equipment Institute (OPED, the indus- 
try’s trade association, these types of com- 
parisons are misleading for these rea- 
sons: an average automobile is driven 
approximately 14,000 miles in one year 
and uses hundreds of gallons of gasoline, 
while a typical walk-behind lawnmower 
is run on the average of 25 hours per year 
and uses only a few gallons of gasoline. It 
is also important to note that the estimat- 
ed number of lawnmowers in the U.S. 
today is approximately 38 million, com- 
pared to 159 million automobiles on the 
road. 

An inaccurate claim is that after two 
years the average lawnmower will pro- 
duce 34 times as many smog-forming 
emissions as an average passenger car. 
The fact is that on an annual basis, new 
automobiles generate ten times more 
‘emissions than new lawnmowers. That 
is, a new automobile would generate 20 
lbs. of smog-forming emissions in two 
years, compared to a new walk-behind 
lawnmower that would generate 2.1 lbs. of 
emissions in two years. 

Another bit of misleading information 
stems from an old 1991 U.S. Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency (EPA) study on 
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emissions that reports small non-road 
engines as the source of ten percent of 
total emissions in the U.S. Based on this, a 
false assumption is often made that lawn 
and garden equipment generates ten per- 
cent of the nation’s airborne pollution. 
The fact that is often overlooked is that 
lawn and garden equipment is only a 
small part of EPA’s non-road engine cate- 
gory, which includes marine engines, 
construction and agricultural equipment, 
industrial engines, airport service equip- 
ment and other commercial sources. 
Actually, the total contribution of smog- 
forming emissions from all of today’s 
lawn and garden equipment is signifi- 
cantly lower — under two percent. And 
with walk-behind mowers it’s even small- 


er — less than one percent. 

On top of that, today’s outdoor power 
equipment is now powered by engines 
that run 70 percent cleaner than those 
built in 1990. Design improvements have 


_ produced an entire new generation of out- 


door power equipment with engines that 
are more fuel efficient, more durable and 
cleaner running. In addition, using out- 
door power equipment is a time-saving 
way to be environmentally helpful — like 
mulching grass clippings to lessen the 
burden on landfills or recycling yard 
waste into compost with the help of a 
chipper-shredder. 

Mowing the lawn is a spring ritual 
that’s been part of home-owning life in 
America for nearly a century. Over the 
last thirty years, both the public and the 
industry have also become more aware of 
air pollution and are mutually concerned 
about finding ways to reduce it. 

New technologies engineered by envi- 
ronmentally conscious manufacturers 
have led to the production of small, non- 
road four-cycle engines that far exceed 
emission standards established by the 
EPA for small spark-ignition engines of 25 
horsepower or less, manufactured as of 
September, 1997 and later. As more con- 
sumers purchase and use this new, clean- 
er running equipment, they will be doing
